building of the fair.

The deed was accomplished 
as Molitor was working in his store oue 
August night. 
No clue to the perpetrators was had 
until 1833, when one W Liam Repke 
confessed to participation in it and im ­ 
plicated the men who were pardoned 
yesterday, and they were all convicted 
and sentenced to life imprisonment. 
Subsequently Kepke made affidavit 
that his testimony was perjury. 
The 
case was thou taken up by the -t.ite 
board of pardons, who after two years 
expressed the belief that the ni 'n w re 
innocent, aud that the real pi rpvtrutors 
of the crime were dead or beyond the 
reach of the law. 
The board recom­ 
mended pardons, which resulted iu the 
action of Govt ruor Pingree.

At the first mee*. ingot 
the grand jury after that some political 
enemy went before that body and 
caused him to be indicted and charg« d 
under section 50 of the election law, 
with having# “counterfoil” stamp in his 
possession.

One point raised by Mr. Montgomery 
on the motion to quash is of general in­ 
terest ft this time. 
He cintended 
that ail crimes in this state must be de­ 
fined by statute. 
That there is no 
statute defining or describing the offi­ 
cial or genuine election stamp, but that 
Section 29 of the election law leaves it 
discretionary with the sUte board of 
election commissioners to provide elec­ 
tion stamps with ‘ such device as they 
may select’’ 
He argued that this de­ 
vice may be changed at each election, 
therefore the citizens of the state can 
not know what the official stamp is to 
be and consequently what may be a 
counterfeit; that it « ’possible under the 
same statute for an act to be a crime at 
one election which would not be at the 
next; that the legislature can mot dele­ 
gate to the state bard of election com* 
missioncr» 
the right to add to or 
take from criminal statutes, and that 
Section 50 of the election law is there­ 
fore invalid and void in so far m it at 
tempts to make it a felony to have in 
possession 
a 
“counterfeit" 
election 
stamp. 
All the attorneys present were much 
interested in this theory as prevented 
by Mr Montgomery.

Weed admits a bargain in favor of 
Harrison with the friends both of Web­ 
ster and of Scott, and says the “ final 
vote was intentionally delayed by the 
friends of the stronger candidate (Har­ 
rison) for 24 hours” in order to placate 
the angry friends of Clay, “ whose dis­ 
appointment and vexation found excited 
expression. ” 
Greeley makes frank admission in 
his ‘‘Recollectionsof a Busy Life” as to 
the plot by saying that the parties to 
It, chiefly Weed, “ judged that he (Clay) 
could not lie chosen, if nominated, 
while another could be, and acted ae- 
oordingly, ” adding, “ If polities do not 
meditate the achievement of beneficent 
ends through the choice and use of the 
safest and most effective means, I whol 
ly misapprehend them.” 
This somewhat Jesuitical view did 
not strike Clay and his friends as an 
adequate justification of the methods by 
wnieh an admitted majority of the con 
ventiou had t>een prevented from ex 
pressing its will. 
John Tyler of Vir 
ginia, one of Clay’s most ardent friend« 
ui tiio Cuuvufitiu&, w&i so twerccmc with 
grief at Harrison’s nomination that ho 
shed tears, and after several unavailing 
efforts to get some one else to take the 
nomination for rice president Tyler 
was named for it, his tears having con­ 
vinced the convention that the placing 
of so devoted a friend of Clay on the 
ticket would go far to heal the wound* 
that the methods of the convention had 
caused. 
Clay’s rage at the outcome was un 
bounded. He had been assuming in thi 
senato a lofty indifference to the presi­ 
dency, his famous saying, “ I would 
rather be right than be president,” hav­ 
ing been made public only a short time 
before the convention met. 
There wa* 
nobody in the senate at that time of suf­ 
ficiently nimble wit to think of the bit 
ing retort which Speaker Reed many 
years later made to a congressman who 
for the thousandth time was strutting 
about iu Clay’s cast off garments: 
“ Dou’t give yourself the slightest tin 
•M inim You’ll never be either. ” But 
Clay had given himself great, uueosi 
ness, for he was most desirous of the 
nomination. 
He had been a candidate 
eight years earlier, when he had no 
chance of diction, and he believed firm­ 
ly nowr that i f nominated he could bs 
elected. 
When the uews from Harrisburg 
reached him iu Washington, he lost all 
control of himself. * ‘ He had been drink1 
ing heavily iu the excitement of expec­ 
tation, ” says Henry A. Wise, who wat 
with him. 
"He rose from his chair, 
and, walking backward and forward 
rapidly, lifting his feet like a horse 
striughaltcd in both legs, stamped his 
boots upon the floor, exclaiming: ‘My 
friends are not worth the powder and 
shot it would take to kill them.

diabolical intrigue, I know now, whioh 
has betrayed me.

On election day Joaephu* Ooaa, One 
of the prominent citizen* of Owen town­ 
ship, had in hi* possession as ample bal­ 
lot and a aample stamp for the purpose 
of instruction.

Tho Whig convention of 1839 was 
held in a new’ Lutheran church in Har­ 
risburg, arid it is a safe assumption that 
never before or since has a house of God 
been made the scene of so much and so 
adroit political maneuvering its went 
on there for the purpose of preventing 
the nomination cf Henry Clay for the 
presidency. The chief manipulator was 
Thurlow Weed, who appeared there as 
the friend of Governor Seward, and tho 
future member of the powerful firm of 
Seward, Weed & Greeley. 
This firm 
was indeed the outcome of the onsu 
ing campaign. Greeley was at the con 
Tcntiou, little dreaming that tho cam­ 
paign which was to follow’ would give 
him the opportunity for developing tho 
qualities which wore to make him the 
first editor of his time and lead to tho 
foundation of a great newspaper to be 
forever linked indissolubly with his 
name. 
Weed went into convention with 
the determination of defeating Clay. He 
says in his 
autobiography that he 
had had the New York delegation in­ 
structed for Scott to keep it from Clay, 
his real candidate being Harrison. 
He entered into an agreement with 
friends of Webster, on the way to Mar 
risburg from New’ York city, to aet to- 
getcr for Clay’s defeat. Webster was in 
Europe at the time and had sent word 
to his friends declining to be a etftidi- 
date, primarily because of Weed’s re­ 
fusal to support him. After detailing 
these farts Mr. Weed goes on to say that, 
on reaching Harrisburg, “ we found a 
decided plurality in favor of Mr. Clay,” 
but that, “ in the opinion of the dele­ 
gates from Pennsylvania and New York, 
Mr. Clay could not carry either of those 
it ates, and without them he could not 
be elected. ” 
Weed admits a bargain in favor of 
Harrison with the friends both of Web­ 
ster and of Scott, and says the "final 
vote was intentionally delayed by the 
friends of the stronger candidate ( Har­ 
rison) for 24 hours” in order to placate 
the angry friends of Clay, “ whose dis­ 
appointment and vexation found excittd 
expression." 
Greeley makes frank admission in 
his "Recollectionsof a Busy Life” as to 
the plot by saying that the parties to 
it, chiefly Weed, "judged that he (Clay) 
could not lie chosen, if nominated, 
while another could be, and acted ac­ 
cordingly,” adding, “ If politics do not 
meditate the achievement of beneficent 
ends through the choice aud use of the 
safest and most effective means, I whol 
tj misapprehend them.” 
This somewhat Jesuitical view did 
not strike Clay and his friends as an 
adequate justification of the methods by 
wnich an admitted majority of the con 
vention had I teen prevented from ex 
pressing its will. 
John Tyler of Vir 
giniu, one of Clay’s most ardent friend* 
in tho convention, was so overcome with 
grief at Harrison’s nomination that ho 
shed tears, aud after several unavailing 
efforts to get s o m e one else to take the 
nomination for 
rice president Tyler 
was named for it, his tears having con­ 
vinced tho convention that the placing 
of so devoted a friend of Clay on the 
ticket would go far to heal the wound* 
that the methods of the convention had 
caused. 
Clay’s rage at the outcome was un 
bounded. Ho had been assuming in 1ht 
senate a lofty indifference to the pr**si* 
dency, las famous saying, “ I would 
rather be right than be president,” hav­ 
ing been made public only a short time 
b* fore the convention met. 
There W’a« 
nobody in the senate at that time of suf­ 
ficiently nimble wit to think of the bit 
mg retort which Speaker Reed many 
years later made to a congressman who 
for tho thousandth time was strutting 
about 
iii Clay's cast off garments: 
“ Don’t give yourself the slightest un­ 
easiness. You’ll never be either. ” Bu* 
Clay had given himself great uncos! 
ness, for ho was most desirous of the 
nomination. 
He had b**en a candidate 
eight years earlier, when he had no 
chance of diction, and he believed firm­ 
ly now that if nominated he could bs 
elected. 
When the news from Harrisburg 
reached him in Washington, he lost all 
control of himself. “ He had been drink* 
ing heavily in the excitement of expec­ 
tation,” says Henry A. Wise, who WM 
with him. 
"He rose from his chair, 
and, walking backward and forward 
rapidly, lifting his feet like a horse 
stringhalted in both legs, stamped hit 
boots upon the flora:, exclaiming: ‘My 
friends are not worth the powder aud 
shot it would take to kill them. 
It is a 
diabolical intrigue, I know now, which 
has betrayed me. I am the most unfor­ 
tunate man in the history of partie#~ 
always nun by my friends when sure to 
be defeated, aud now betrayed for a 
nomination when I or any one would be 
sure of an election. *
